indeed, today, is the heavyweight 


whose record does not reveal him as 
principal to one of these foulings.

tically th« only exception of prominence is Gene 
t unney, retired heavyweight champion, whose 
record indicates that he never either won or lost 
a fight on a foul. 


This fact is adduced, not in any effort to 


assure the canonization of Saint Gene, but sim- 
ply to show that it is possible for a skillful 
boxer who is intent on fighting clean, to avoid 
pepoering his record with foul blots. 


Even in Tunney's case it has been pointed
